TUCSON, Ariz. — Frank Lane, 
general manager of tne Cleveland 
indians, isn't sympathetic with 
the “bleatings” of college baseball 
coaches who bemoan the loss of 
still-eligible players to the profes. 
sional ranks. 

“What is college for?” the fiery 
Lane asks. 


“IT’S TO PREPARE a boy for 
a successful adult life. And if a 
boy can make anywhere from 
$60,000 to $80,000 playing baseball, 
why shouldn’t he do it while he 
has the chance?” 

“No,” Lane says, “I don’t think 
a kid should sign for peanuts, but 
by the same token a coach 
shouldn’t stand in the way when 
the promise of a lucrative future 
presents itself to the boy,” 

Says Lane: “It all boils down to 
this: Which is more important,

The Press Box: 
Majors Expend $5 Million 
And Get Only 10 Regulars 


By ABE CHANIN 


THE DES MOINES REGISTER, one of the nation’s great 
newspapers, has come up with a fascinating expose on pro- 
fessional baseball’s “giveaway program.” 

Bill Bryson, writing in the Sunday Register, reveals that 
for $5 million dollars in bonuses the major leagues got only 
10 regular players. 

There are hundreds of giveaway programs on radio and 
television, but not one soap company would think of tossing 
away $5 million dollars and selling 10 bars of soap or even 
1,000 bars in return. 

But professional baseball, continuing to evade the posi- 
tive issue of the day, even brags about the $5 millions in 
bonuses with press conferences, photo-taking and televising 
of the signings. ; 

Bryson’s computations show that since 1947 the major 
leagues have paid off almost $5 million in bonuses. 

I remarked that professional baseball continues to evade 
the positive issue—signing a non-raiding agreement with col- 
legiate baseball. 

Bryson’s lead paragiaph on his story brings about a 
very interesting point along this line: 

“If somebody would give,” Bryson wrote, “our young 
scientists the financial inducements that basebal! offers its 
apprentices, there wouldn’t be any doubt about us winning 
the world championship from the Russians.”

STARTING HIS 36th SEASON AS 
HEAD BASEBALL COACH AT THE 
UNIVERSITY OF MICHIGAN: « - 
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Michigan Veteran 
In Final Year

ANN ARBOR, Mich.—Coach Ray L, Fisher enters his 38th and 
final year ‘as coach of the University of Michigan baseball squad 
this spring. Ray has reached the compulsory retirement age of 70. 
However, those close to Ray are certain that another year and 












many years thereafter will find the veteran coach still in the 


harness, be it as coach of a small 
college team, an industrial team 
or a semi-pro outfit. 


BASEBALL IS Fisher’s life and 
he would be lost without it, At 
the age of 70, he’still pitches to 
batting practice and knocks the 
ball around to the infield and out- 
field at the warming up sessions 
before all games, He is still more 
spry than most coaches at 50 
years of age, 

In his 37 years at Michigan’s 


helm, Fisher’s teams have ‘won | Mey 


643 victories against 280 defeats 
for a winning mark of .708. His 
Wolverine teams have won 15 Big 
Ten championships and one na- 
tional title. He was named “Coach 
of the Year” in 1953 when his 
Michigan team won the NCAA 
title at Omaha. 
A baseball man all of his life, 
Fisher was born at Middlebury, 
: Vt., entering organized ball in 
‘ 1908 as a pitcher with Hartford 
| in the Connecticut League, Win- 
ning' 12 of 13 games his first 
. year and 24 of 29 in his second 
year at Hartford, he was signed 
by Arthur Irwin, famous scout 
: for the old New York Highland- 
ers, forerunner of the present‘day 
; Yankees, Oddly enough, until that 
time he was better known as a 
college fullback at Middlebury 
College, than he was as a baseball 


player. 
AT NEW YORK Fisher was 
dubbed the “Vermont School 


Teacher” because he. taught aca- 
L demic subjects at Springfield 
Academy and Newton Military 
Academy during the off season. 

He pitched his first major 
league game against Ed Walsh, 
the t spitball ‘king of the 
Chicago®White Sox. Toiling 
mightily for nine innings he 
pitched a* remarkable game for 
a rookie, only to have Walsh al- 
low his. teammates only two 
scratch hits and he lost the de- 
cision. In his dry, humorous way 
Fisher recalls the consoling 
. words offered him by Manager 

Ed Stallings as he left the mound. 
- “That’s all right, kid,” said 
Stallings, “if we’d had a chance 
to beat Walsh I’d never started 
you.” 

He also pitched another good 
game and dropped a close deci- 
sion to the great Christy Math- 
ewson in an inter-city series with 
the New York Giants. While still 
a member of the Highlanders 
Fisher also served as athletic di- 
rector at Middlebury from 
1911-15, 

He was with thé Highlanders- 
1 Yankees for nine seasons and fol- 
: lowing Air Force duty in World 
War I, joined the Cincinnati Reds 
of the National League where his 
most remarkable performance 
was an 18-inning duel with Artie 
Nehf of the Giants which he lost, 
5-4, He was with the Redlegs for 
two seasons, 

DURING HIS CAREER, Fisher 
has developed many major league 
players including Dick Wakefield, 
Pete Appleton, Don Lund, Bill 
McAfee, Don Miller, Ernie Vick 
and Jack Blott. 

The Michigan captain-elect for 
this year was Steve Boros, who 
with one more year of eligibility, 
signed last spring as a “bonus 
baby” with the Detroit Tigers. 

Fisher hopes that this year’s 
Michigan team, his last, will be 
a good one, “It’s all up to my 
pitchers,” says Ray. “I should 
have a good fielding and a good 
hitting club but it is too early to 
tell about my pitching.” 

Fisher will find out early about 
his mound prospects as he is 
flying his Wolverine squad to 
Winter Park, Fla. where his 
team will be guests of Rollins 
College, The Wolverines will play

WINTER PARK, Fla. — An 
experiment to speed up the ac- 
tion in baseball was tried April 
1, when Rollins and Amherst 
mét at Harper Shepherd Field 
in Winter Park, Fla. 

Coaches Joe Justice of Rol- 

_lins and Paul Eckley of Am- 
herst agreed on the streamlined 
game hoping to provide an an- 
swer for baseball men who 
have been complaining about 
long games. The entire \game 
took only one hour and ‘thirty 
four minutes. 

The program involves no 
warmup pitches at the start 
of each inning and no infield 
workouts then, Each club takes 
the field immediately after it 
has been retired, and there is 

no delay until the other side 
has started batting. 

All the emphasis is on hustle 
throughout the game, particu- 
larly between innings. In ad- 
dition, intentional walks are 
automatically motioned down 
to first base, no pitches being 
thrown. Runners are allowed 
for the pitchers without _re- 
moving the pitchers from the 
game. 
. This system was originally 
used in 1939 in a game between 
Rollins and the University of 
Florida. The idea was origi- 
nal with Frank Wright, then 
Publicity Director of the Uni- 
versity of Florida, 

The game took one hour and 
thirty seven minutes to play 
nine innings, 

Coach Justice says, “This 
streamlined system makes a 
much better ball game It’s all 
baseball and. no fiddling 
around.”
